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Richard Witt Inflicts Fatal 


Knife Wound on F. Austin 


M embers of Construction Qrew 
Fall Out Over Card Gam e 


Last Sunday evening- between 6 and 
7 o ’clock, Frank Austin and Richard 
Witt, members of the Southwestern 
Telephone Construction crew, had a 
serious difficulty in the company’s 
near the oil mill in this city. 
Austin was stabbed twice, from the 
effects of which he died Sunday night 
and hjis remains were interred in the 
city cemetery Monday. 
W itt 
was 
arrested Monday 
morning 
at the 
farm of his father south of town, by 
Deputy Sheriff John Branch, 
and 
brought to town and put i n jail, 
Tuesday an examining trial was held 
before Justice Tom Greer and W itt’s 
bond was placed at $7,500. 
It seems 
that Austin and W itt were engaged 
in a social game of cards in the car 
when a dispute arose and one of the 
young men accused the other of cheat- 
ing in the game. When this -accusa­ 
tion was made it is said, Austin in 
vited Witt out of the car to settle the 
matter, and it is claimed that as 
Austin arose to lead the way out" of 
the car Witt stuck his knife blade in 
Austin’s leg. The young men started 
for the door, Austin in lead, and as 
they reached the opening W itt struck 
Austin i n the back with a knife.

Jumping to the ground Austin picked 
I 
up a piece of coal and invited W itt to 
come out and sett^ the difficulty, 
I 
W itt, witnesses testified at the exami­ 
ning trial, remained in the car, stand­ 
ing close to the door, which he had 
closed, with a knife in his hand and 
I 
refused to go out where Austin was. 
The companions of the young men 
it- 
present saw the blood flowing from

the wound in Austin's back and they 
got him back into the car.

fatal. 
When the physicians left the* 
car A ustin was renting very quitely 
and his wounds were not considered 
of a fatal nature, but 
during 
the 
night a se vere hemorrhage s e tu p in 
Austin’s bowels, the result of the 
wo und in the back and he was dead 
when found by his companions early 
the next morning. He had requested 
that a bucket of water be placed near 
his couch and said that it was not 
necessary for any one to sit up with 
him. 
When discovered the next morn­ 
ing it was found that Austin had 
drunk the contents of the bucket dur­ 
ing tne night, amounting to more 
than a gallon and a half of water. 
Monday morning 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
John Branch was on the road going 
toward the W itt farm when he met 
one of the W itt boys, a brother of 
the young man who did the cutting. 
The W itt boy asked the deputy sheriff 
if he was looking for his brother, and 
upon being informed that he was, the 
deputy was directed to where the ac­ 
cused young man was cutting wood 
on his father’s farm. 
After being 
placed under arrest and started to­ 
wards town Mr. Branch told Witt 
that Austin was dead, which was the 
first iaformation he of the seriousness 
of the trouble he was in. The young 
man that the officer met was on his 
way to town to pay off a fine for the 
trouble, little dreaming that Austin 
lay a corpse at that time. 
It was impossible to find anyone 
who knew anything concerning Aus­ 
tin, the members of the telephone crew 
fa tin g that all they knew about him 
was that he joined them at Elnor a 
short time ago, and that he claimed 
to have lived at one time in 'F o rt 
Worth. 
The young men involved in this sad 
affair are about 24 and 22 years of 
age, Austin being about 24 and Witt

Road Into Bridgeport this 


Fall from Weatherford City

Will be Pushed Onto Gaines­ 
ville, via Decatur Soon 


Some weeks ago, if our readers 
will remember, a Mr. G. T. WUwell, 
representing some New York capital­ 
ises was here with Mr. Mitchell and 
two or three other parties looking 
over the territory through which will 
run the new railroad. 
Mr. WUwell 
made a close inspection of the pro­ 
posed line, and after returning to 
New* York made an elaborate report 
which is indeed very favorable to 
tile road and the territory through 
which it w ill pass. The repQrt is too 
long to publish in these column, but 
we are taking the liberty of clipping 
several extracts from it bearing most 
strongly on the resources 
of 
our 
territory and the splendid possibili­ 
ties of the road: 
“ This railroad was organized un­ 
der the General Railroad Act of the 
state of Texas, fifteen years ago, from 
Weatherford to Bridgeport, 36 miles 
and on October 25, 1911, the charter 
was amended to cover the territory 
f r o m Weatherford to Cainsville, 
Texas, the entire distance being 95! 
miles. 
It is now proposed lo amend 
once more, to include -Un/ territory 
from Weatherford south to Brown­ 
wood 156 miles, which will make the 
entire main line milage 251 miles. 
For convenience we will divide this 
road into three sections or divisions, 
as follows: 
A.—Brownwood t o Weatherford! 
156 miles. 
B.~- Weatherford t o 
Bridgeport, 
36 miles. 
C.—Bridgeport to Cainsville, 59 
miles. 
The proposition is to construct sec­ 
tion “ B ” first, or rather, the plan 
adopted by the railroad company is 
to build the road in IO mile sections, 
starting from Weatherford and con­ 
tinuing to work to G ayville 
Seventy-five per cent of the grad­ 
ing has b e e n completed between 
Weatherford and 
Bridgeport, and 
some 30,000 cubic yards have been 


moved on section “ O’* near Gains* 
Ville, and as soon 
as the present 
grading force pow at work on section 
“ B” have completed the grade, they 
will be moved on to section “ C” . 
All of the right-of-way on section 
“ 8 ” has lie*1 ti secured, as well as 
depot grounds and terminals, except 
two small places which are under 
condemnation. This was made neces­ 
sary in order to clear up title. There 
is also about one-fourth of Ute right- 
of-way on section “ O’* under contract. 
Contracts have beer? placed for bridges 
and culverts, track material and ties, 
for the firtit IO railes of section “ B*% 
and the material is being received at 
Weatherford at th® rate of three to 
five cars per d ay .” 
“ I find that thus far there has been 
expended on the railroad, *193,000; 
as follows. 
Right of way and terminals, $40,000 
grading $133,000, 
engineering 
and 
legal, $25,000, 
“ There is also further equity In the 
shape of town 
site 
property 
and 
Option of 15,Mio acres of coal lands 
near Bridgeport. ” 
“ At the present time neither rail­ 
road company nor the Construction 
company has any debts, 
Th® rail­ 
road commissioner!? will allow an 
issue of first mortgage bonds on each 
tea miles, when completed, at tho rate 
of $23,000 per rail© ” 
Mr. Mitchell has hmm in New York 
most of this week in th© invitation of 
the men fo whom this report was rnade^ 
and has th© assurance that he can get 
what financial assistance he wants 
and needs to complete tit® 
road. 
They are sure to have th© first ten 
miles of road—finished not later than 
August I. 
By that time the prom o­ 
ters are certain of having, or getting, 
absolutely all th© money needed 
to 
rush the work as fast as possible. 
At present it ss a practical oeffinU / 
from everything that can be learned, 
that the road will ba hare and work­ 
ing by fall.—Bridgeport News,

Inches high the spray is put on at the 
rate of not less than IOO gallons per 
acre. 
Spray seed beds at least twice, es­ 
pecially if grown on soli which pro­ 
duced blighted celery the preceding 
year. 
After plants are transplanted'into the 
field spraying should begin when the 
first blight is noticed. 
In any event 
the first spraying should be given not 
later than six weeks after transplant­ 
ing, 
and one application a 
month 
should be given until the seasonal 
rain or heavy fog comes. 
After tho rains have set in spray 
every two weeks if -possible until the 
crop is harvested. 
Where the plants are over fifteen 
inches tall they should be gone over 
twice at each spraying, the machine 
moving In the opposite direction the 
second time. 
Upon the carefulness and thorough­ 
ness of the spraying is dependent to a 
large extent the successful control of 
the blight. 
Demonstration plots sprayed by the 
experimenter according to the above 
scheme came thnmgh the season in 
first class shape ami wen* almost en­ 
tirely free from blight a* harvest time.

in the prices originally demanded for 
tile seats. 
For that of Queen Victoria (lie prices 
demanded were very low according to 
modern ideas, but then in 3838 we had 
not yet learned to think in millions. 
Good seats to view the procession 
could be had for as low as 5 shillings, 
and very few were advertised at more 
than a guinea, even in the choicest 
positions. 
I Tho contrast is startling tie!ween 
these rules aud those prevailing at her 
diamond jubilee. 
Then as much as 
2;000 guineas was asked for a single 
window overlooking St. Paul’s church* 
yard, and in St. James street single 
seats were priced at HO 1 and 300 
guineas. 
Going further buck, we find that the 
cost of seats to see the coronation pro­ 
cession of George ll. averaged about 
half a guinea apiece, while that of 
Charles ll. could be seen for half a 
crown. 
People paid sixpence a bead to see 
Queen Elizabeth’s coronation proces­ 
sion go by, but then sixpence iii those 
days represented a far greater value 
than It does now, and tho same remark 
applies to the penny, which was the 
price charged at Richard Ill.’s corona­ 
tion.—Pearson’s.

L What July 4, 1770, is to the United 
States In general March 2, 1836, is to 
Texas. On that day Texas, which was 
part of Mexico, but which, peopled 
chiefly by Americans, was as alien to 
that country in ideas and aspirations 
as it was in language, declared its in­ 
dependence. 
And the announcement 
was quickly put into concrete shape. 
When Texas became a state it had 
only about 150,000 imputation, aud In 
the census of 1850. the first in which 
It figured. It ranked us the twenty* 
fifth in number of inhabitants. 
In 
1010 it 
had 3,890,000 people and 
ranked as the fifth state and grew 27 
PIMP cent in the decade. 
It promises to be the fourth state in 
1920, displacing Ohio, which holds that 
rank now and which has beld it for 
many years. 
By 1930 it will, from 
the recent relative rates of gain, run 
very close to Illinois, which is the 
third state, and may Income the sec­ 
ond state by 1940, Pennsylvania hold­ 
ing that rank now and for many dec­ 
ades. By 1900 it promises to outstrip 
New* York and become the empire 
state of a republic which by that time 
may have 200.000.000 people.-Leslie’s 
Weekly.

To Prevent Prem ature Interment. 
Professor Anthony de Choinski of 
Dresden has been granted a patent at 
Washington1^ an apparatus the ob­ 
ject of which is to provide a safeguard 
against burial alive.

in top. When a body is placed inside 
the chamber all the air is withdrawn, 
leaving the body in a vacuum.

ber, this being due to the release of 
atmospheric pressure, estimated ut six­ 
teen pounds to the square inch, from 
the body.- New York World.
